An association spokesman 
from Bellaire cautioned those 
present not to “let the state 
kick in the head Michigan's

Machine owners, repre- 
senting 14 northern cities, 
agreed among themselves 
that snow machines should be 
registered and numbered af- 
ter the small boat plan en- 
acted by the state in recent 
years, 

Galmore, who is weasurer 
of the new association, said 
the machines now are cov- 
ered under regular home- 
owners insurance policies. 
Astate licensing law, as pro- 
posed, would result in the re-

There will be no city con- 
struction of watermains out~ 
side the city or any main- 
tainance of these mains, 
Morrison said, Those people 
outside the city wanting water 
would have to construct the 
mains and take care of them 
thernselves. 

The cost of city water used 
by outside residents would be 
setat double the rate paid by 
those residents within the city, 
Morrison said, 

With the city establishing 
a new westside water well, 
it was said, the city will 
have plenty of water for city 
use; and extending water to 
outside residents would in no 
way shorten the city's supply.

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Two Proposals 


On The Ballot 


One of the most important city elections in 
recent years will be held at the city hall Mon- 
day with two special issues on the ballot along 


with the selection of three councilmen and a 
Mayor. F 
The election is generating high interest 


throughout the community as residents mull the 
gucstion of a city income tax and a proposal 
concerning the selling of city water to home 
owners outside the city limit. 

Voters will find the following proposal on the 
ballot: "Shall the city council be authorized to 
enact an ordinance for the purpose of collecting 
a city income tax," 

The second proposal reads: ‘Shall the city 
council of the city of East Jordan be authorized 
to furnish water to consumers outside of the 


. city limit." 


In the first ward council race, present coun- 
cilman Lyle Peters will be opposed at the polls 
by a newcomer, Howard Hosler; and in the sec- 
one ward present councilman Howard Stanek 
will be opposed by Guy Vallance, a newcomer. 
Present third ward councilman Gerald Olson 
will be unopposed. Mayor Betty Robertson is 
running unopposed. 

The core of interest in the spring election 
scems to be the controversy over the proposed 
income tax issue, although the proposal to sell 
water outside the city limit is a highly import- 
ant city question. 

Pre-election indications are that Monday's 
balloting will be the heaviest in recent years as 
the many decisions to be made are of great in- 
terest tothe community, affecting the city's 
economic structure for years to come.

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OUR INCOME TAX PROPOSAL 
Northern Michigan Eyes 


E. J. Tax Election Results 


All northern Michigan is keeping an eye on the outcome of East Jordan's an- 
nual spring election results Monday as voters go to the polls to decide whether 
or not this city will approve an income tax. 

It is the biggest community issue to hit the north country in many years. City 
councils in Boyne City, Charlevoix, Petoskey and Gaylord are especially in- 
terested in the result of our income tax election results. 

Although a "yes" vote at the polls would show approval of residents regarding 
the tax, the vote is not mandatory. It is up to the council whether or not they 
wish to enact an ordinance for the tax and then follow ths-kaw as set up by the 
state of Michigan, The city vote is not actually necessary. The council could 
enact the law itself, pass an ordinance and put the tax law into effect. 

However, the vote Monday is set so the council may get the view of the people 
regarding the proposal, 

The city income tax, according to state law, would tax one percent of the total 
annual earnings of those people residing within the city limit. Those people 
living outside the city limit, but working in the city, would pay one half of one 
percent on their total annual earnings in East Jordan. 

It has been the feeling of council members that with an income tax enough 
Toney could be raised to allow for at least three mills less on property tax; a 
move that would especially favor the older property holder who is not emp.cyed 
and receiving only a small annual income, In addition it is felt that those people 
working in the city, but not living here should pay something toward the upkeep 
of the community, such as streets, fire and police protection etc, Monies paid 
the city on an income tax would be deducted from federal tax, the same as other 
deductions like medical costs, etc, according to the city attorney. 

Those residents opposing the enacting of an income tax are quite vocal about 
_it. Some resent the fact that city hall would know how much money they earn 
each year, saying the state and federal government know all their business 
now. Others feel we are already "taxed to death’. We have those who feel new 
industry would hesitate to locate here because of a city income tax. Merchants 
living in the city feel that merchants here who live outside the city should not 
pay less tax, Others say the office procedure necessary to process the tax at 
city hall would be so great the tax would not be worth it. 

And so it goes.

FRANCIS AND BARBARA PESEK 


Chapter Two 
The Sixty-Niners 


“Boze muy! Boze muy! When are we going to get some- 
place so we don't have to get on these boats anymore,” la- 
mented Josefa (Josephine) Pesek to her husband, John, as she 
and the rest of the group of travelers were about to embark on 
a tiny sailboat at Charlevoix, Michigan. They had just dis- 
embarked from the Great Lakes propeller streamer, Sunny 
Side, which had brought them, a consignment of their house- 
hold goods, farming equipment and food from Antrim City, 

This group of travelers were bound for their new home- 
steads in what was soon to become known as the Bohemian 
Settlement, which is located in Jordan Township in Antrim 
County, where one of the group, Josef Kubicek, had gone 
from Antrim City the year previous to look the homesteads 
there over. Liking what he found he bespoke homesteads 
there for the entire group, then coaxed them into leaving 
their homes with his glowing word pictures of the good soil 
and good location there. “High up, no crops will tend to 
freeze, " he kept repeating. 

Some of this group of near twenty Czech people had em- 
igrated from around Tuckapy, near Tabor, Bohemia, Czech- 
land in 1861 to Antrim City, Banks Township, Antrim County. 
Anum City, a name not to be found on today's maps, was 
“ged due west of Ellsworth on the shore of Lake Michigan, 


farmrlies. John was 41, Josefa was 29, They had several 
children. The oldest, Mary, married John Hyek of Charle- 
voix, Another, Frances, married William Bashaw, a school 
teacher of East Jordan, years after when they grew up, Then 
there was a two year old girl Anicka, his brother, Francis, 


35, whose wife, Barbara, sister to Josefa, was 27. This 
couple were as yet childless, 
Then there was another sister, Marie, 38, He husband 


Vaclay (James) Svager, 42, their two children, an un- 
married daughter, Anna, 18, and son, Frankie, about 3. 
Vaclav Svager took up the eighty to homestead which is 
the east half of the northeast quarter in section four and 
which is now (1965) known as part of Mrs, Frank Haney 
farm. Their daughter, Anna, soon married Vincent Vanek an 
and went to live with him and help work and build up a 
home on forty acres which he bought in 1878 from John 
Regie. It is the north half of the north half of the southeast 
quarter of section four, A fine home, barns and numerous 
other outbuildings were sonn built. A larger fruit orchard 
was set out here, but after their death their only child by 
adoption, a son, Frank, sold out and all the buildings, 
having been left to deteriorate quite seriously in the first 
one third of the twentieth century, were wrecked for lunber 
so that today not a vestige of that fine farmsite remains to 
be found. It is quite an example of how one man will strive 
to build something fine for himself which could last for fu- 
ture generations and another will stand by and watch it 
brought down to complete destruction and not move a hand 
to save it! 

A fourth sister, Anna, who was married to Matej (Mathew) 
Rebec, was to emigrate to America in a year's time, How- 
ever Mathew and Anna Rebec’s oldest child, Anton (Tony), 

a seven year old lad came with his aunt and uncle, the 
Francis Peseks, a year ahead of his parents, Also of this 
group in 1369 from Czechland was Vojtech (Albert) and 
Johana Vottuba, Barbara’s parents. The grandfokls Vo- 
truba, Francis, Barbara and Tony came to Antrim City, 
from where the entire group set sail for their new homne- 
steads via Charlevoix, and lakes and McLean's Landing on 
the Jordan River. 

The grandfolks Votruba made their home with their daughter 
and son-in-law, Josefa and John Pesek, where they helped take 
care of their young grandchildren while John and Josefa worked 
to clear their land or when they went working away from the 
homestead to make a little ready money for the things they so 
sorely needed and where Grandfather Vouuba, in years to 
come, was to practice his wade of boot cobbler. 

This homestead is the east half of the northwest quarter of 
section four and part of the holdings of a direct descendant, 
Jonathan Pesek, at the time of this writing. 

The above mentioned Vincent Vanek emigrated to the Da- 
kotas, but after a short time there as a business man, he re- 
moved to Michigan and took up the pursuit of agriculture, 

three years later when Mathew Rebec and his wife arrived 
from Wisconsin, he homesteaded the east half of the south- 
west quarter in section thirty two, Wilson Township, across 
the county line in Charlevoix County. He built their home- 
site astradie of the old Indian Trail, Each homestead was 
made up of an eighty acre plot, this writer should have men- 
tioned sooner maybe. A homestead was a tract of land 
acquired from the government by filing on it, paying a very 
sali payment, living on, and cultivating at least a part of 
it. It was crested and protected by the Homestead Act, a 
jaw enacted in 13683 which protected the homesteading 
settler from attachment or sale, under execution for general 

cane and Barbara Pesek homesteaded the west half of 
the northwest quarter of section four. This was later augmented 
by a purchase of 160 acres across the county line, 


The “eighty” between the John Peseks and the Vaclav 
Svager homesteads was homesteaded by Josef Kubicek, 41, 
and his wife barbara, 43, They had two daughters, Marije, 
16, and fomicka, 15, (Antonette). This homestead was 
soon augmented by the purchase of an “eighty” across the 
county line, j 

ne group of Czech settlers were then embarking at Char- 
levoix, this beautiful sunny Sunday day in May, onto & 
small sailboat which was owned by a Charlevoix man, James 
Holden, These small twin masted ships were called a Mack- 
inaw Boat. Part of their run was between Charlevoix and Mc- 
Lean's Landing, which was owned by Lawson, “Mac”, McLean, 
a Scotsman, and located at the present day site of the Rogers 
Bridge or a little south of it. A bridge build where the Rogers 
Bridge is now by John Monroe was known as Munroe's Bridge. 
Monroe also dammed the river a few rods south of Monroe 
Bridge and built a small sawmill there on the west bank of 
the river, McLean also owned the farm on the four corners 
there later known as the Andrew Franseth farm and now as the 
Edward Thompson farm. The group of Czechs arrived at Mc- 
lean's Landing 16 May, 1869. From there they set out afoot, 
first having engaged McLean to haul some of their more bulky 
possessions with a yoke of oxen, which they engaged to buy 
from him, Carrying all they could themselves, and led by 
Josef Kubicek, who considered himself a veteran there by 
then, to their homesteads, they arrived at late dusk, tired, 
hungry and ready for a night's rest after their roughly seven 
mile walk along the Mt. Bliss Road to Mt, Bliss, then east a 
mile across section eight to the Indian Trail, along this 
north almost a mile then across a little valley eastward and 
they were "home" just as darkness was descending down 
upon them, 

Home consisted of a large widespreading hemlock tee 
located on the homestead and homesite-to-be of the Francis 
Peseks, under which they huddled together to sleep as best 
they could after a cold supper of bread, cheese, and water 
from a nearby spring. 

On that memorable morning the seventeeth of May, which 
dawned bright and clear, fortunately, and in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine these very 
first Bohemian Settlement Pioneers began their new life there 
with a communal prayer, led by Vaclay (James) Svager, to 
thank God for their safe arrival and to ask Him to bless all 
their endeavor in their new homeland thereafter. 

A breakfast fire was soon built by one group, while another 
group of men cut down a hemlock tree. This was at once 
shaped into one sill for a cabin. 

"Daddy, Uncle, everybody is to come eat breakfast, it is 
ready, Mamma says, come on right away,” little Mary Pesek 
came skipping and calling to where her father and the other 
men were busy sawing logs, chopping and shaping them for 
cabin wall logs and stripping bark off elm trees for the log 
cabin roof, 

“What have you got to give us to eat this fine morning, eh?" 
asked uncle Svager as he strode in first amongst the busy wo- 
men cooks, with a smile on his bearded face, "Is it fried 
canary tongues, or just some imported Russian caviar?" he 
joked, 

“Here 'Venco', here is your caviar," his wife Marie answered 
him as she handed him a large bow] of cornmeal mush sprinkled 
with melted lard, brown sugar and with a dash of precious 
ground cinnamon, along with a slice of bread and a cup of hot 
tea, F oe EE LES 

Please, Daddy, give me a taste of your mush,” litrle we 
Franie Pesek begged as she cuddled up to her father, She was 
his favorite and knew it, this four year old, 

“Come away from your daddy and let him eat in peace, come 
over here now, and eat yours with Mamma," her mother spoke, 
"Oh, leave her be," Father John said as he hugged his little 

daughter to him, fed her and himself from the one bowl, 

By midday enough logs were ready to build the cabin walls, 
The yoke of oxen bought the day before from McLean were 
driven up about then with a wagon load of supplies, The most 
welcome of which were two six-light window sash well packed 
in straw and a kitchen stove. 

The driver, a McLean's hired man, was treated to as good a 
noonday meal with them as was possible under the circum- 
stances to offer him, He was paid for driving up the yoke of 
oxen and expected to leave, but didn't. A tall stalwart Canuck, 
his help was invaluable to these folks hurrying to build a shelter 
before night and darkness carne, "1, Jean LaBlance, a Canuck, 
I very strong. I work, I fight like two men, I help you today, 
then go. Got any whiskey? No? Too bad! With good drink 
whiskey I work like three men," he told them, 

John spoke aside to Francis a while after, “I would give him 
a drink of whiskey, my wife has a bottle in one of her bundles, 
but I'm afraid he might get hurt and then what?” 

"Give him a drink just before he leaves, he deserves it, 

Look at how he works." The Canuck worked indeed. He 

taised one end of those heavy green logs, just like nothing, 
while Josef and Vaclav Svager, far from weaklings themselves, 
had all they could do to lift and emplace the other end, while 
the oxen drew up another log. By midafternoon when they all 
paused for a quick lunch the womenfalks had prepared, the log 
walls were up, a doorway and window cut out and the work of 
getting rafter poles cut and placéd was underway. Jean was 
everywhere, laughing, talking, working, teasing the little 
Pesek girls and little Frankie Svager, who all loved it, and him, 

By dusk the roof was on the cabin, It was roofed with elm 
bark, some chinking was done with a mixture of clay and moss 
by the women folks. The stove was then set in place on which 
the cooks cooked and baked a hot supper. After supper, and 
before leaving, Jean was offered pay for his work which he re- 
fused with a hurt look, "Did you ask me to work? No! Then 
you no pay,” he told them and turned to leave. "Pockey", 
pretty young Barbara Pesek called to him as she offered him 
a glass and spoke with a smile, "Na cestu”. Jean took the 
glass, drew the aroma of it in with a long indrawn sniff, gave 
Barbara an ear to ear smile, downed the whole glassful at one 
gulp and to everyone's astonishment and Barbara's discom - 
fiture, and before she or anyone could do anything to prevent 
it, hugged her up to him, gave her a loud kiss on each cheek, 
set her down, set his glass on a stump and with a loud, hearty 
laugh disappeared into the dark. They never saw this good- 
hearted French-Canadian again, For years after Barbara was 
teased with that episode which she enjoyed talking about after- 
wards, with the rest of them, 

Before full dark those of their possessions liable to damage 
or destruction by rain were moved into the cabin into which 
the women and children also settled to sleep while the men 
made themselves a shelter out of a canvas a little distance 
off. An hour or so later an errant old hootowl, cutting loose 
a short way off in a tall hemlock, disturbed not one sould 
from their hard well earned sleep. Thus ended their first 
day in the new Bohemian Settlement, 

As far as this writer's inadequate records Ro, there was only 
a William H. Jaquays, who preceeded the Pesek group and that 
by only a few months 4s a settler in all of what was to become 
Jordan Township. He owned the southeast quarter, and south- 


west quarter (two forties) of the northwest quarter of section 
six,

Guard those nylons, gals! 
Trout, season: opens.this Satur- 
day and that's no April foolin’. 

We're talking, of course, 
about the early season for 
rainbow and brown trout in 
the lower reaches of streams 
flowing into the Great Lakes. 
Brook trout will continue 
safe till the regular trout 
season opens April 29, and 
all state waters are then open, 

About those nylons, now, 
Inch-square pieces, cut from 
a sheer nylon stocking, are 
ideal material for using to 
tie up spawn bags for rain- 
bow bait. Most husbands are 
willing to settle for an old 
pair of nylons for this purpose 
but in the fever pitch of getting 
ready to go fishing, they have 
been known to make mistakes, 
Don't say we didn't warn you, 
gals. 

Getting hold of some trout 
spawn or eggs posses quite a 
problem, unless a fisher- 
man is far-sighted, It is sort 
of like the old question of 
which came first, the chicken 
or the egg, The easiest way 
to get some tainbow trout 
spawn is to first catch a 
trout, but since this is easiest 
done with spawn for bait-- 
well, you get the idea. 

The fisherman who thinks 
ahead has probably saved 
some spawn, frozen since 
last year, This can be 
either rainbow eggs from 
last spring or brown trout 
eggs from last fall's late 
season, 

Anyhow, say you have the 
trout eggs and your wife has 
given you one of her old ny- 
lon stockings and you have 
tied up a bunch of little finger- 
nailsized bags of the stuff. 
What then? 

Well, be prepared to lose a 
lot of terminal outfits because 
{f you are going to catch big 
trout during the early season 
you will have to get right 
down on bottom. And, as 
you well know, that's where 
the snags are, If you don't 
jose 15 or 20 outfits the first 
weekend, chances ate you are 
not getting down inro the best 
trout territory. 

To save your temper, tie 
up a bunch of spare outfits 
before you go fishing. If 
you are using 8 or 10 pound 
test monofilament line on 
your reel, tie two feet of 
lighter leader to the end of 
{t. This should contain your

when you let out slack. If 
you get snagged up all you 
will lose will be the lighter 
leader, This way you can 

just tie on another ready-made 
one and be right back in bus- 
iness. 

While natural spawn is the 
hottest spring-time bait, it 
isn't the only thing that will 
catch big trout. Commer- 
cially~bottled salmon eggs, 
night crawlers, minnows, 
wigglers-~-all take big trout 
every spring, So do art- 
ificial baits like Flatfish 
Mepps spinners and streamer 
flies, 

Flies, in fact, are greatly 
under-rated but deadly in the 
hands of an expert during the 
early trout season, A friend 
of ours, Ken Bailey, proved 
this rather conclusively last 
year by taking a 13-pound 
rainbow on a streamer fly.

State highway officials report our great boost in 
summer sales tax collections is due much to use 
of the freeway. And they report that during June, 
July and August of last year this area's food sales 


increased 39 percent. 


Commission Vice Chairman Charles H. Hewitt 
of the State Highway Department said summer 
traffic volumes in the Northern half of the Lower 


Peninsula increased more than 30 per cent between 


1959 and 1965, 


Most of the increase occurred after 1962 when 
the final section of I-75 in the Lower Peninsula 


was opened to traffic, 


Hewitt said the increase in sales tax collections 
on food during June, July and August between 1960 
and 1966 was higher in 19 Northern Michigan 
counties than it was in the rest of the state. 
The largest percentage increases in both traf- 
_#ig and sales tax collections on food occurred in 
the corridor of counties through which the Ohio- 


Soo Freeway passes, 


“However, it is evident that all areas south of 
the Mackinac Bridge have benefited, " Hewitt said. 

Summer traffic volumes on the Ohio-Soo Free- 
way north of Clare increased from an average of 
5,421 vehicles per day in 1959 to 13, 800 vehicles 


per day last summer, 


Sales tax collections on food increased 40 per 
cent between 1961 and 1966 in 10 counties between 


Clare and the Mackinac Bridge compared to a state- 


wide average increase of 25 per cent, 

“Unquestionably, I-75 is triggering significant 
economic expansion in the northern half of the 
Lower Peninsula,’ Hewitt said. 

“However, it appears the Upper Peninsula is 
not benefiting fully in the summer travel boom 
that has occurred south of the Mackinac Bridge." 

Hewitt said the long distances, the toll rates 
on the Mackinac Bridge and lack of an East-West 
Freeway in the Upper Peninsula are the principal 
reasons that similar travel-related economic ex- 
pansion has not occurred in the Upper Peninsula.
